There now will ensue a period of prob­ 
ing into the realities of the two Chinas. 
This will be the first consequence of 
France's diplomatic recognition of the 
People’s Republic of China. 
This republic's capital is Peking. Its 
territory encompasses traditional China. 
It is not the republic whose capita! is 
Nanking and whose provisional capital is 
Tapei on Taiwan. That is the Republic of 
Chma 
France already had diplomatic relations 
with the Republic of China 
As long as the People's Republic of 
Ciiioa seemed to be a dependent of the 
Soviet Union. French President Charles 
do Gaulle saw no reason to have a diplo­ 
matic mission in Peking. The split be­ 
tween Peking and Moscow has changed 
that. 


THE TRUTH is, the split changed the 
picture for every country that didn't have 
a 
diplomatic 
mission 
in 
Peking. 
The 
further truth is for the United States that 
it changed the picture for this country, 
too. Red China — the People’s Republic 
of China — is not going to go away be­ 
cause the United States abhors what it 
stands for. 


Too Many Strays 


Stray dogs always have been a problem 


in Columbiana county communities but 


the County Humane Society's disclosure 


that their number totals 3.000 a year prob­ 


ably astounds animal lovers This revel­ 


ation is compounded by 
the fact 
that 


many of these unwanted dogs have suf­ 


fered from neglect and others have been 


used for medical experiments at two cit­ 
ies in Pennsylvania where they were 
shipped 
The County Humane Society wants to 
put a stop to this mass sale of homeless 
dogs and has appealed to county commis­ 
sioners to set up facilities for the proper 
shelter and humane disposal of these ani­ 
mals. 
An effort would be made to find 
owners for some of the best dogs, and 
those not adopted, naturally would have 
to be disposed of. If commissioners follow’ 
the suggestion of the Society they won't 
have to concern themselves about prob­ 
able law violations, either.

mote with each passing year. France now 
believes it is too remote to be a factor in 
international relations. 
It's diplomatic recognition Peking sig­ 
nifies neither approval nor disapproval of 
the People's Republic of China, a Com­ 
munist dictatorship. 
It signifies onh that the People's Re­ 
public exists and its existence is inde­ 
pendent of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
if publics, 
another 
Communist 
dic­ 
tatorship.

Not too long ago John Varick 
Tunney, on oi tne old champ 
who beat Jack Dempsey twice 
in the era of crystal radio sets, 
decided to run against Mr Mar­ 
tin. 
Twenty-nine-year-old 
Var­ 
ick Tunney is a Democrat, of 
course, but in addition to that, 
his dad Gene was an intimate 
friend of John Kennedy. The 
young contender also was Sen. 
Edward (Ted) Kennedy's room­ 
mate at the University ol Vir­ 


ginia Law School. 


YOUNG TUNNEY 
and 
the 
39-year-old Rep. Martin will be 
campaigning in Riverside and 
Imperial Counties, which 
are 
mostly known back east for 
their place in the sun. But there 
is a big working population here 
—farm labor in the big citrus 
groves and factory labor in the 
aircraft, 
machine and 
motor 
plants. 
The 
Democratic 
party 
be­ 
lieved that the touch of a Ken­ 
nedy would be a powerful as­ 
sist and Ted Kennedy, who is 
also eager to raise funds for 
the John F. Kennedy Memorial 
Library, agreed to come. He 
has been here, and from now 
on this race really will be be­ 
tween the influence of a Ken­ 
nedy without the late President 
in the background and a young, 
dynamic 
Republican 
c a m ­ 
paigner. 
If young Tunney is defeated 
this fall, it would hurt Ted Ken­ 
nedy some. It would shred a 
bit of mystique of Kennedy in­ 
vincibility. A victory would give 
the Massachusetts senator the 
national 
touch 
he 
needs. 
It 
would give him a running start 
for the plunge into the Bay 
State senatorial race. 


H E M U ST RU N for re-elec­ 
tion to a full six-year term next 
November. A whopping big win 
then would amplify the political 


whispers of today which have 
him as the next Kennedy to 
make 
a 
bid 
for 
the 
White 
House. 
If Congressman Martin wins 
re-election, he will catapult into 
national prominence, having de­ 
feated the combined tradiu >ns 
of the Kennedy’s and the Tun- 
neys. This fight will be a tough 
one, for there are many fas­ 
cinating aspects to the district. 
It previously was represented 
by Dalup Saund, the only man 
of Asian Indian descent to sit 
in the House. He was elected 
with the votes of the men from 
the local Labor Temple as well 
as those of the workers in the 
citrus 
groves 
and 
shipping 
plants. 
Saund was defeated by Mr. 
Martin in ’62. ’i..e latuv i- a 
fighter and is taking the bar­ 
rage from the east with consid­ 
erable calm. He is indeed well 
equipped 
for modern 
politics 
even in a showdown with the 
charm and experience of Ted 
Kennedy who worked this gen­ 
eral area of the country back 
in the 1960 campaign ot his 
brother. 


REP. 
MARTIN 
saw 
action 
with the Coast Guard in the 
South Pacific. He played foot­ 
ball for a local college and then 
for the University of California 
Bears. 
In 1948 he married a charm­ 
ing girl named Patricia, and 


today they have five youngsters 
She takes all this in stride and 
though the women of the Wash­ 
ington Press Corps haven't yet 
discovered her, she nonetheless

Martin is one of those rare 
freshmen who made three ma­ 
jor committees —Judiciary, In­ 
terior and Insular Affairs and a 
new group called the “ Select 
Committee on Government Re­ 
search.” 
Tins latter is a prestige op­ 
eration which is reminiscent of 
the Hoover Commission. Iron­ 
ically, Martin was named to it

that the people have no means 
of effecting a change in the 
executive branch of their gov­ 
ernment at

may have repudiated at the polls 
the party of the president and 
elected instead a majority in 
both houses of Congress to re­ 
tied their wishes. 


THE CHIEF REASON for the 
confusion that has resulted from 
the

ment is that members of the 
House are elected for two years, 
menders of the Senate for six 
years,

The original pur­ 
pose was to provide continuity, 
but it hasn't worked out that 
way 
There have been many sug­ 
gestions that the terms of the 
members 
oi 
the 
House 
be 


lengthened to four years, and 
those of the Senate curtailed 
from six to four years, so that 
all members of Congress as 
well as the president would be 
voted for the same time. 
But. as Woodrow Wilson wrote 
just a few months after he was 
elected to the presidency, four 
years is sometimes too lone a 
term for a president and some­ 
times it isn't long enough. The 
same is true of Congress. Mr. 
Wilson insisted that some for­ 
mula would have to be devised 
eventually whereby the presi­ 
dent and his cabinet would be 
responsible directly to the peo­ 
ple at periodic intervals. 
What

course, was a modification of 
the parliamentary system, such 
as is in vogue in Canada. Great 
Britain and otla 
countries 
EVEN THOl GH many 
stis 
dents of government scoff at 


the parliamentary idea, the fact 
remains that the dilemma which 
has recently arisen over how 
to pick a new vice president 
serves only to accentuate the 
inflexibility of this country’s sys­ 
tem of selecting its chief execu­ 
tive. 


There is no perfect answer in 
sit it to the question of how to 
select a new vice president in 
the interval between president­ 
ial elections, but certainly any 
plan that g iv es the people's rep­ 
resentatives in Congress the fin­ 
al decision is better than one 
that bestow s surh .a prerogative 
on the incumbent president him- 
se'L 
To let an incoming president 
pick a successor when there's 
a vacancy in the vice presi­ 
dent’' is not in accord with the 
basic principles of representa­ 
tive government in a democ­ 
racy.
